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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, drawn to a sugar chain-altered 
anti-HMl.24 antibody, filed on February 6, 2008, is acknowledged. Applicant's election 
of species "does not contain a-1,6 core fucose", filed on August 13, 2008, is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election of species (filed on August 13, 
2008) has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

2. Upon reconsideration, the restriction requirements have been withdrawn. 

Claims 1-12 are pending and currently under consideration. 

Claims 10-12 have been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic 
or linking claim. Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on February 6, 
2008. 



3. Applicant's IDS, filed on June 7, 2006, has been considered. 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted 
on an application For patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant 
for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall 
have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the 
international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) of such 
treaty in the English language. 

5. Claims 1-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Kanda et 
al. (US Patent Application 2003/01 15614, reference on PTO-892 mailed on January 9, 
2008). 

Kanda et al. teach sugar chain altered antibodies, such as monoclonal humanized 
anti-HMl.24 antibody (e.g. see paragraph [0595]), made from modified host cells 
including CHO cells and YB2/0 cells that produce antibodies with N-glycan structure 
having bisecting N-acetylglucosamine with reduced (30% or more fucose-free antibodies, 
e.g. see paragraph [0264]) or no fucose content (e.g. see paragraphs [0022]-[0184] and 
[0264]). Kanda et al. teach such antibodies exhibit enhanced ADCC effect (e.g. see 
Figure 6 and paragraph [0190]). Kanda et al. further teach said antibodies can be 
chimeric (e.g. see paragraph [0242]-[0246]). 

Therefore, the reference teachings anticipate the claimed invention.
